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‘Report on Rheumatic Heart Disease In Children.

Convalescent Home, and also at the Children’s Rest. Some of 
these children are maintained for years. At Heswall there is 
a total of 154 beds for all cases, and education is provided. 
The cost of maintenance per child per week is £1 Qs. 8d. 
London County Council.—Dr. Hamer reports that about 1,500 
children suffering from rheumatism and heart affections are 
being educated in the Council schools for physically defective 
children. During one year 365 were certified as suitable for 
admission to these schools on account of heart defects, or about 
40 per cent. of the total number certified. Children are also 
sent to the homes of the Invalid Children’s Aid Association; 
to the Kurandai Home at Hartfield in Sussex (50 beds) for 
girls; and to the Edgar Lee Home at Willesden for 22 boys. 
City of Manchester.—There is a special cardiac clinic at 
Ancoats Hospital. The children sent are notified to the 
Invalid Children’s’ Aid Society, who have a definite after-care 
and following up programme at work. The children are visited 
and supervised*in their own homes, and also sent to suitable 
convalescent and holiday homes. There are two residential 
schools for delicate children—one for 50 girls, and the other 
for 75 boys—and children suffering from heart trouble, chorea, 
or rheumatism are admitted along with other delicate children. 
The exact number of rheumatic cardiac cases admitted is not 


stated. 
Middlesex.—Arrangements have been made for the reception 


at Ogilvie School of Recovery at Clacton of cases with rheumatic © 


tendencies. Great difficulty is experienced in obtaining accom- 
modation for cases of heart disease, especially in residential 
Schools. 

Newcastle-on-T yne.—An open-air day school has been ne 
for 125 children, and rheumatic or cardiac cases will be 
admitted. 

Rochdale.—Some cardiac cases go to an open-air day school 
and rest one and a half hours in the middle of the day. ‘‘ I find 
this of great benefit in such cases.” 

Salop.—A_ special leaflet has been printed for distribution 
to parents and teachers, entitled ‘‘ Rheumatism in School 
Children.”” It draws attention to growing pains, repeated sore 
throat, and St. Vitus’s dance, and indicates precautions that 
should be taken in suspected cases. 

Stoke-on-Trent.—Some rheumatic and cardiac cases have been 
sent to the residential open-air school of recovery, with accom- 
modation for 36 children, but the school medical officer 
writes .that he has practically discontinued sending cardiac 
cases, as it was found that rheumatic cases did not do well. 

. Torquay.—There is an open-air day school, where 14 cases 
of heart disease and 7 of chorea have been in attendance for 
periods varying from a few months to three years. Of 8 heart 
cases who have left, 6 are at ordinary school or at work; one 
is dead, and one is ill at home. In the last two cases the home 
conditions ‘‘ could not have been worse.’’ Of the 6 cases still 
in residence, 4 have improved considerably ; the other two were 
only recently admitted. Of the 7 choreic cases, 3 are cured 
and at ordinary schools, 2 are cured and remain at the open-air 
school, and 2 cases are still active. Thé school medical officer 
draws attention to a statement in the annual report of the 
Board of Education, 1925, that ‘‘ rheumatic children, including 
those suffering from chorea, do not as a rule do well at an open- 
air school.’’ He considers this statement too sweeping, as in 
‘Torquay the results have been definitely beneficial, though this 
may be due to the suitable mild climate and the large amount 
of sunshine. The points to which special attention is devoted 
in the school are : : 

1. The removal of any focus of infection such as enlarged or 

infective tonsils, carious teeth. 
2. Prevention of further damage if possible by avoiding 


overstrain. 

3. Breathing exercises and those exercises designed to aid 
venous return are used to tone up the muscles of the heart. 
The use of pure cane sugar as a contributory factor is being 


Tynemouth.—Tynemouth proposes to admit children with 
anaemia and probable early rheumatism to its open-air school, 

Willesden.—Though no special cardiac or rheumatic clinics 
exist, the children are kept under observation by the council’ 
health visitors, and may Be referred by them to the municipal 
clinics. Children under 5 years of age found to be sufferi 
from or subject to rheumatism are dealt with on the same lines, 
The Edgar Home, Stonebridge Park, with accommodatiog 


for 22 eae and certified as a hospital school, is available forl’ 


some of the children, while others have been sent to Kuran 
at Hartfield in Sussex. There are in addition two certifi 
— day schools for physically defective children, to which 
ildren suffering from chronic uncompensated heart disease, 
rheumatic joint affections, or chorea, may be admitted. Th 
schools have accommodation for 100 children. 
Worcester.—All the bad cardiac cases are to be sent to 
new open-air day school with accommodation for 100 children, 
Worcestershire.—In Worcestershire use is made of the resk 
dential open-air school at West Malvern, which has accomm 
tion for 70 boys and 70 girls. It would appear, though 
figures are not clear, that about half the children are sufferi 
from the effects of rheumatism of some kind. In the report 
the medical officer of the school these statements occur : 


** Of the rheumatic children those with chorea generally do well 
those with valvular disease of the heart sometimes do well, but 
the children with a quick pulse do not do well. Out of ten 
children sent home, seven were rheumatic, thus showing that it 
is the rheumatic child who is most difficult to deal with. Children 
with enlarged tonsils also do not do well unless the tonsils are 
excised before admission.”’ 


The school medical officer has added rheumatism to the list 
of those defects or diseases about which he wishes information 
from the school doctors. He also expresses the hope that the 
Board of Education will include rheumatism among the defects 
or diseases in regard to which it requires information. 


“This report may be concluded with an excerpt frott 
The Health of the School Child (Report of the Chief 
Medical Officer, Board of Education, 1924) : 


** Suggested Lines of Action by the Local Education Authority. 


**1. The school medical officer should establish a register 
all the children suffering from the principal manifestations 
rheumatism (cardiac disease, chorea, and arthritis). : 

**2. Those in charge of such children, parents and teacher 
should be informed of the significance of the disease and i 
early symptoms. The dangers of neglecting ‘ growing pains, 
sore throats, the early signs of chorea, etc., should be i 
pressed upon them. The fact that damp rooms, damp 
or clothes may predispose to rheumatism can often be usef: 
explained. School premises should be kept free from dam 
and there should provision for drying the clothes, 
especially the boots, of children who arrive at school wet. 

«3, Exclusion from school or otherwise should be determin 
by the nature of the disease, the state of the patient, and the 
condition of -its home life and circumstances. 

“4. There should be medical and surgical treatment 
to the case, in school, home, clinic, or hospital, and particular 
care should be taken to remove any focal infection in teeth 
or tonsils. 

**5. The school medical officer should also advise in 
to the home and social environment of the rheumatic 
its after-care, its upbringing and employment. 


There can be no doubt that children suffering from rheumat 
infection are better for early hospital treatment, and there is 
for more institutional accommodation for such children. Prefe

: President’s Inaugural Address. 

The Presipent gave his inaugural address on convalescence at 
the seaside. He said that the medical officer of a convalescent 
heme might sometimes be inclined to regard the home as a large 
bearding-house for children, into which the failures of the larger 
Lcndon hospitals were dumped to see if sea-water could cure 
rickets or infantile paralysis, or cases about which there was very 
little information beyond the valuable diagnosis of debility! 
Luckily, he was frequently impressed by the rapid picking up cf 
health and strength regardless of diagnosis. Dr. Raven thought 
that the term “‘ hospital” was often more appropriate than “ con- 


_valescent home.’’? In an_ institution with which he was con- 


nected (St. Mary’s Convalescent Home), of the 1,500 patients taken 
in every year, 160 were treated in special departments, of which 
there was one for heart cases ir. the Horsfall wards. In these 
Horsfall wards they were trying to concentrate all heart cases 
that came into their hands, and to keep them for months or 
years at rest and under observation and treatment, until the 
activity of the infection had died down and the heart lesions 
had healed. Such work, if followed out widely, might lessen in 
time the amount of heart disease in the country as a whole. 
Tuberculous cases which London hospitals found refractory to 
treatment and could not be kept long enough ih their wards 
were also treated in these homes. Co-operation between London 
and other hospitals, and seaside hospitals, was much to be desired, 
and should entail the passing on of notes of the cases and reports 
of laboratory investigations, z-ray and the like, to ensure con- 
tinuity of treatment. 

Dr. Raven then called attention to the number of cases sent 
down to the seaside with a diagnosis of tuberculous bronchial 
ands. This diagnosis puzzled him continually. Had they all

so often did tuberculous glands in the neck? Almost without 
exception these cases returned to London clinically perfectly well. 
He thought there must be a fashion, which perhaps was dyin 

down, to diagnose the condition at tuberculosis clinics. He did ps 
deny that the bronchial glands had been swollen; no doubt in 
many cases of bronchial infection they took part in the pro- 
tective activity of the body, and subsided again when the attack 
was over. But he could not think that the glands were as often 
tuberculous as they were said to be. It was found at the home 
that cases sent down to the seaside as “ fibrosis of lung,” 
‘* bronchiectasis,” and ‘pleural adhesions” were very resistant 
to treatment, and yet did not disturb the children’s health very 
much. They put on weight and developed, and yet the local 
condition of the chest cleared up but little, as shown by dyspnoea 
end physical signs. The prognosis in tuberculous lung conditions in 
children was much more immediately favourable, Physical signs 
often cleared up surprisingly | ag With regard to tuberculous 
glands, it was remarkable how much better these cases did 
nowadays after having had their tonsils and adenoids removed. 
No doubt many of the cases of enlarged glands labelled tuber- 
culous were not tuberculous at all, and only required attention 
to the throat and teeth to prevent their becoming infected. The 
medical inspection of school children had done much for this 
class of case. On the other hand, there was a group of cases of 
tuberculous glands which did badly, breaking down in one area, 
enlarging in another, often accompanied by eye complications, 
phlyctenular conjunctivitis, keratitis, and sometimes other tuber- 
culides. These cases were probably due to inherited lowered 
resistance to the disease. In his opinion the best treatment of 
tuberculous glands was to remove the gland completely as soon 
as it became obvious that it was not going to be absorbed after 
the infected tonsils or decayed teeth had been dealt with, and 
then to send the child to the seaside for a long time as soon 
as the stitches were out. Dr. Raven was surprised at the small 
number of cases’ of congenital syphilis which turned up at a 
convalescent home. They saw two or three each year, and 
probably missed a few; but, penn | what a large amount 
c to be rampant in large cities, he was 
inclined to conclude that either the statistics were somewhat 
aa erated, or else that the percentage of the offspring of 
syphilitic parents that showed traces of congenital syphilis was 
low. Deaths at'a convalescent home were mercifully infrequent. 
From 1903 to 1922 there were only four deaths, all due to 
tuberculous meningitis. Previous to that, and since, three children 
had died of heart disease, and one of pneumonia. 

Among the infectious diseases it was found that chicken-pox 
was extremely infectious. The only hope of limiting an epidemic 
was that most contacts had already had it.. Several epidemics 
had originated from a case of shingles. Not all epidemics of 
mumps were equally infectious, and some cases of parotitis, 
indistinguishable from mumps, did not spread to others. Ring- 
worm was not so common to-day as it used to London school 
inspectors were getting very cute, but the number of children 
who used to come down in pre-war dayé with small scurfy 
patches, diagnosed by the home doctor as a patch of eczema 
used to disturb the work of the home abominably. Measles did 
not occur more than once in two and a half years, and it did not 
spread much. The cases were usually mild compared with the 
much more anxious epidemics in private schools with their otitis 
and pneumonias. Scarlet fever cases were almost too mild for 


easy diagnosis, and hence caused trouble. Cases of diphtheria had 


been enormously reduced in recent years because in every child, 
before it entered St. Mary’s, a swab was taken of its throat. In 
German measles Dr. Raven. recognized two main varieties—the 
measly, roseola, or rose rash; and the variety, very difficult to 
distinguish from scarlet fever, which could peel. It had always 
seemed to him to be a mongrel disease. ' ; 

The President urged again the scope that existed for co-opera- 
tion between hospitals in towns and hospitals at the seaside, to 
the mutual pe ow of both, with increasingly better results to 
the children.

appointments, and clubs, the latter supplementing a fair family 
practice with provision of medicine from the surgery, had 
changed. The “ panel ’’ had replaced the clubs and most of the 
private practice. Yet this practitioner was an asset in medical 
education. The young assistant to such a practitioner learned 
much practical medicine, and uired knowledge of practical 
treatment in minor ailments and in children, of prescribing, 
of professional tact, and got an insight into human nature 


‘that the medical schools and hospital practice could not 


supply, an experience which essentially fitted him to become 
an experienced and trusted family physician. Dr. Trotter 
recalled in passing the elderly physician. who did not believe in 
microbes, and yet seemed to steer clear of crashes, his clinical 
experience making up for the haphazard taking of swabs, etc., 


_ by his colleagues ; the eighteenpenny doctor who acquired wealth

Dr. Trotter said he was once consulted in an infectious case 
because a child’s parents objected to removal to hospital.

He could make 
ous no symptoms except a faded scarlatinal rash on limbs, and 
expressed the opinion that the case was simply scarlet fever. 
The parents had no objection to hospital removal. as scarlet 
fever, so the situation was saved. The case was an example of 
the general a tendency at times to look for the out- 
of-the-way disease rather than the simple, and be self-deceived. 
When in doubt it was better to wait than rush a case to 
hospital im non-serious illnesses. He deprecated indiscriminate 
swabbing of contacts or possible contacts in diphtheria. 
Bacteriological reports must be considered an aid in coming 
to a decision. The practitioner should not be carried away 
by them to the extent of scrapping his clinical instincts. The 
a suffering from diphtheria if clinical signs were 
absent. 

There was no power to remove a London patient to hospital 
without consent, except in cases of certifiable mental disease 
and dangerous infectious disease not isolated, and the latter 
required an order from the court. Insanitary conditions and 
the fact that the patient was not receiving proper attention 
did not suffice. An order could eventually be got for insanitary 
conditions to be remedied, but that took considerable time.

he assistance provided by municipal services was not fully 
realized in Islington. ‘Testing of pathological specimens was 
generally known, but the supply of milk to necessitous expec- 
tant and nursing mothers and infants when the means were 
below a definite scale, and the visiting nursing in the homes, 
were not. In the course of inquiries into deaths cases had 
been noted where visits by a nurse might have helped the 
harassed mother. Children under 5 years with ophthalmia, 
enteritis, pneumonia, measles, or whooping-cough were, at the 
request of the doctor, provided with daily visits by a district 
nurse. Adults were similarly provided for if suffering from 
acute primary or influenzal pneumonia. 

Sanitary notices, said Dr. Trotter, could only be served for 
defects which constituted a nuisance under the Public Health 
Acts. The health officer might have every sympathy with the 
practitioner’s note on behalf of his patient to better the latter’s 
environment, but he could only act strictly in accordance with 
the statutes, although with a reasonable owner he frequently 
managed much by tactful persuasion. Dr. Trotter believed in 


the health officer giving his attention to inquiries even if at 


first sight they appeared a little remote from his duties. He 
at any rate got to know the general practitioners in his area, 
and this must be mutually advantageous. 

There was some truth, now that public health work had 
become so specialized, in the statement that some health officers 
might not have had opportunities of studying the conditions of 
general practice, but every health officer could certainly do so 
in his own area. ng 1

Whatever might the correct 
method of treatment in adults, Mr. Barrington-Ward expressed 
the opinion that the only treatment for appendicitis in children 
was operative. In after-treatment no ‘aperients or enemata were 
necessary, and the bowels shculd be allowed to act naturally. 
In Mr. Barrington-Ward’s experience the commonest variety 
of intussusception was the ileo-ileo-colic. There were three stages : 
(1) colic and tumour, (2) obstruction, (3) peritonitis. The third 
was practically hopeless. In the absence of a lump the diagnosis 
might be doubtful, in which case examination under an anaes- 
thetic was of great value.

In leg fractures.shortening was not a disability, but torsion and 
bowing were. Fractures of the ankle should be put up with 
conservative manipulation bivalve plaster-of-Paris at once. The 
patient would be able to walk in four to nine weeks. Fracture

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Contributory Pensions Act, 1925. 
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THE CONTRIBUTORY PENSIONS ACT, 1925. 
Tut Widows’, Orphans’, and Old Age Contributory Pensions 
Act, 1925, which came into operation on January 4th, 1926, 
applies to all persons who are subject to compulsory health 
insurance, and, as from that date, combined health insur- 
ance and pension contributions became payable for all such 
persons in the service of medical and dental practitioners. 
As there appears to be a certain amount of misapprehension 
among members of those professions regarding their liability, 
as employers, under the National Health Insurance, Contribu- 
tory Pensions, and Unemployment Insurance Acts, the position 
as affecting employees engaged in connexion with their profes- 
sional activities is summarized in the following statement issued 
by the Ministry of Health. 


Health and Pensions Insurance. 

In general, insurance under the National Health Insurance 
and Contributory Pensions Acts is compulsory for every person 
who is employed under a contract of service, if the employment 
is remunerated at a rate not exceeding in value £250 a year, or, 
where the employment is by way of manual labour, irrespective 
of the rate of remuneration. A person employed as an apprentice 
or pupil is similarly required to be insured, if he receives wages 
or other money payment (whether in the form of the return of 
apprenticeship premium or otherwise), in r t of his services. 


hus, among insurable employees may be included nurses, dental . 


mechanics and aptecesions, secretaries, reception clerks, domestic 
servants, and hall porters and chauffeurs. 

In arriving at the rate of remuneration as regards persons not 
manually employed, account should be taken of the value to the 
employee—for example, a resident secretary or nu any 
emoluments in kind, such as board and lodging provided at the 
employer’s expense. In the case t-tume employment the

The question whether an employment is or is not by way of 
manual labour arises not infrequently in th2 case of. den 
mechanics and chaffeurs, where the rate of remuneration is in 
excess of £250 a year. A dental mechanic empioyed solely in a 
dentai workroom in making ~artificial teeth, crowns, etc., is 
regarded as employed by way of manual labour. A dentist’s 
assistant, however, who is engaged mainly in the ordinary duties 
of a qualified dentist, such as attendance on patients and dental 


surgery, or whose main duties consist of the supervision of other, 


employees, is regarded as employed otherwise than by way of 
manual labour. In cases where an assistant may be engaged 
partly in the mechanical work of making arti‘icial teeth and 
ry! in non-manual duties as mentioned above, regard must ke 
ad to the main and subsiantial nature of his duties. In any 
ease where there is difficulty in determining whether the employ- 
ment is or is not by way of manual labour itis desirable that 


‘reference should be made to the Ministry of Health for a ruling. 


A chauffeur who is required to clean the car and to effect 
running repairs, in addition to driving, is normally regarded as 
employed by way of manual labour, and is, therefore, compulsorily 
insurable irrespective of the rate of his remuneration. 


Unemployment Insurance. 

Except as stated below contributions under the Unemployment 
Insurance Acts are required to be paid in respect of any person 
whose employment falls within the scope of compulsory health 
and pensions insurance. i 

As regards persons employed by members of the professions, 
there are three main classes in which liability to Unemployment 
Insurance does not coincide with liability to insurance under 
the Health Insurance and Pensions Acts—namely, employment as 
a ‘female professional nurse for the sick; employment in domestic 
service; and employment in agriculture (including horticulture). 

Female nurses have been excepted from Unemployment Insur- 
ance since July, 1922, and contributions ceased at that date to be 
payable in respect of them. The exception does not extend to 
dispensers, secretaries, or persons employed by doctors or dentists 
merely to receive patients, make appointments, and answer tele- 
phone messages, even though such persons may have undergone 
training as professional nurses. 

Employment in domestic service is excepted from liability to 
insurance only where the employed person is not employed in a 
trade or business carried on for the purposes of gain. 

It has been held by Mr. Justice Roche in the High Court that 
a doctor is carrying on a business for the purpose of gain within 
the meaning of the Act, and domestic servants employed in that 
business are therefore required to be insured. The judge decided 
that a chauffeur employed primarily to drive a doctor on his 
rounds, and a domestic servant employed by a doctor in a nursin 

e carried on by him in addition to his practice, were employ 
d the business of their respective employers. These decisions are 

ld to cover in principle chauffeurs employed to drive or accom- 
pany doctors on their rounds; servants employed to attend upon 
he patients or staff in a nursing home; servants employed at the 
surgeries of doctors or dentists to admit patients, make -ppoint- 
ments, or otherwise in connexion with the employer’s professional 

rvants employed in doctors’ or dentists’ private residences 
tolely in connexion with their employer’s personal needs and 
tervants whose duties in connexion with their employers’ business 
are confined to cleaning the surgery and admitting occasional 
ate are not regarded as employed in the business, and are not, 
erefore, required to be insured against unemployment. Employ- 
Ment in agriculture which concerns gardeners, whether regular 
or jobbing, is totally excepted from Unemployment Insurance. 


Aational Insurance. 


CARBON DIOXIDE SNOW TREATMENT AND 
MEDICAL BENEFIT. 
A commitrgE of three referees appointed by the Minister of 
Health conducted an inquiry on April 8th into the question 
whether treatment of a warty condition of the sole of the foot 
by freezing it with carbon dioxide snow came within the range 
of medical service as defined in Article 38 of the National 
Health Insurance Medical Benefit Consolidated Regulations 
(1924). Both the Insurance Committee and the Local Medical 
Committee concerned were of opinion that this treatment was 
outside the range of medical service, whereas the Ministry of 
Health maintained the contrary, and was supported in this 
view by a number of medical witnesses. After hearing the 
evidence on both sides the referees agreed unanimously in 
favour of the Ministry’s contention. They added that this 
decision was not intended to apply generally to every kind of 
operation in which carbon dioxide snow could be used, since 
in lesions affecting other parts of the body other considerations 
might arise. The referees were Mr. E. H. Tindal Atkinson 
Sg aaa Dr. E. Collingwood Andrews, and Dr. John 
Walker. 


; LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 

At the meeting of the London Insurance Committee, on June 24th, 
it ‘was reported that 2,028 insured persons were treated with 
insulin by London insurance practitioners during 1925. The 
number of prescriptions issued for insulin during the year was 
6,145, and the total cost £1,861. Hypodermic s ~~ for the 
self-administration of. insulin were made available for insured 
 ~ _ on October Ist, and during the fourth quarter of 1925 
73 prescriptions for syringes and needles were issued to 155 
insured persons. The number of prescriptions for vaccines issued 
for insured persons in 1925 was 1,691, and the cost £395. 

Investigation of Prescribing.—It was reported that many investi- 
gations were proceeding in pursuance of the scheme for testing 
the drugs and appliances dispensed by chemists. Ten cases were 
b ht forward at this meeting in which the drugs on analysis 
or the material on examination had been found to be not in 
accordance with the order on the test preparation. In each case 
the chemists made explanations; in six of the cases the chemists 
were cautioned, in the others the explanation was accepted. 

Complaints against Practitioners—In a case in which the 
Commitiee had previously censured. a practitioner for failing to 
comply with a request to visit an insured person, and for issuing 
certificates irregularly in connexion with the same person, the 
Minister of Health, to whom the matter was reported, decided 
to withhold £10 from the money payable for medical benefit, aud 
the Committee passed the usual resolution to deduct this sum from 
the practitionef’s remuneration. The Medical Service Subcom- 
mittee reported on five cases in which es rane had been alleged 
against practitioners by or on behalf of insured persons, and 
found in three of the cases that the complaints were without 
foundation. 

Permission to Employ a Second Assistant.—The Committee had 
before it an application from a practitioner in a very se 
district for permission to employ a second practitioner. It was 
stated that this was only the second application of the kind sub- 
mitted to the Committee. The practitioner had a list of about 
4,400, and had been carrying on his practice with one assistant. 
In view of the circumstances—the chief of which apparently was 
the populous character of the neighbourhood—it was thought that, 
subject to the approval of the Minister of Health, permission to 
employ a second assistant might be granted. 

Postage on Medical Records.—The Committee is proposing 
shortly to discontinue the practice of refunding to insurance 
practitioners the cost of postage incurred by them in connexion 
with the transmission of forms of medical record. This matter 
has been under discussion for some time, and the Committee has 
previously submitted to the Ministry that as it is now a matter 
of obligation upon practitioners to furnish the records to the 
Committee this should be done without any refundment of the 
cost of postage, but the Ministry has given no ruling on the 
subject. It was stated that the Committee had been paying about 

a year in refunding postage to practitioners. 


WARWICKSHIRE. 
Tue annual report of the Warwickshire Panel and Local Medical 
Committee for 1925-26 calls attention to the fact that the National 
Insurance Act lays upon the Insurance Committee the duty of 
providing for the giving of lectures and the publication of informa- 
tidn on Sealth questions. In Birmingham and elsewhere arrange- 
ments have been made for special lectures by insurance practi- 
tioners with large lists to their insured patients exclusively, 
Though a large measure of success has been achieved the com- 
mittee feels that such arrangements would not prove expedient 
in rural and smaller urban areas, and has therefore urged the 
Insurance Committee to ask for volunteers to give health lectures 
outside their own locality, which should be open to all. The 
Insurance Committee is endeavouring to arrange accordingly and 
for a fee and oe of his expenses to be available for the 
lecturer. The Panel Committee has signified its willingness to 
co-operate in any arrangements made. .
